TRAFFIC DEATHS UP 
IN MARCH, 51 


Incomplete reporte from the ‘Acci- 
dent Bureau of the Mississippi High- 
way Patrol reveal that 39 persons were 
killed on Mississippi streets and high- 
ways during the month of March. This 
is three more than were killed in March 
of 1950, when 36 persons wete killed. 
This brings the total killed by traffic 
accidents in Mississippi for the three 
month period to 111 

The Highway Patrol investigated dur- 
ing the month of March over 300 ac- 
cidenta with 187 persons injured bad 
enough to go to a hospital and over 
two hundred thousand ($200,000.00) 
dollars worth of cars ‘and trucks torn 
up.

The new plan was announced by the 
President and Major General Lewis 
B. Hershey, Director of Selective Ser- 
vice, last week. Student deferments 
will be based upon either capacity to 
learn aa de by the resulte 
of a nationwide test, or upon scholas- 
tic performance as evidenced by clase 
standing. These two criteria are varis- 
ble which may be raised or lowered to 
either increase or diminish the number 
of students in training, as the national 
interest may require. 

“The tests will be given on May 
26, June 16 and June 30 (1951), to 


college seniors and others contemplat- 


ing entrance into graduate or profee- 
sional schools, and to other students 
who have already begun and who plan 
to continue, their college studies,” Col. 
Patton said. 

“High school seniora and other pros- 
pective college entrants will not be 
permitted to take the test until after 
they have commenced their first year 
of college work.” 

To be eligible to take the Selective 
Service College Qualification Test, an 
applicant: 

(1) Must be a registrant who intends 
to request occupational deferment as 
a student; 

(2) Must be under 26 years old at 
the time of taking the test; . 

(3) Must have already begun and 
plan to continue his college or univer 
sity studies (the applicant need not 
be in a four year college but his entire 
course must be satisfactory for trans- 
fer of credits to a degree granting in- 
stitution); 

(4) Must not previously have taken 
the test. 

The tests, to be administered by the 
Educational Testing Service, Prinee- 
ton, New Jersey, will be given at ap- 
proximately 1,000 examination centers 
throughout the United States and its 
Territories. The registrant will be re- 
quired to pay only for his own trans- 
portation costs to and from the testing 
center.
